Tne jury in the case at The People vs. 


John B^reekmnr, iridleted' and tried 
for the murder of Rolte Boyd in a barn 
.n'Whitmore towHifcip April 9th, last, 
brought in a vewffet of not guB4y> shortly 
after 11 o'clock to-day, and the defendant 
was promptly discharged. The jurymen 
were:

THE COURT'S INSTRUCTIONS. 


The following is a synopsis of tfie' 
icre important instructions submitted 
i behalf of the defendant by Judge 
fail to tho jury: 


On expert testimony the jury is not 
ound to believe their evidence any 
more than that of other witnesses. 


If YOU think the statements of Mrs*. 


Boyd'and her little girl regarding the 
unning of defendant across the field 
ias been successfully contradicted such 
act removes the element of flight as ail 
ndication of guilt. 
. 
The jury is directed to disregard the 
pening statements of the state's attor- 
ney as to the connection of defendant 
with a rape on the Hart girl. No evi- 
ence baa been introduced touching 
hat point, and in the matter of sexual 
elations with any woman defendant 
tands innocent before this court. 
The jury is not authorized to surmise 
r conjecture that defendant knew Boyd 
was engaged in a scheme to extort 
noney from hin*. And if the jury be- 
ieve that there was nothing in the in- 
ormation conveyed from Shipley strong 
nougb. to disturb the friendly relations 
>reviouely existing between defendant 
ind Boyd the question of motive on that 
core must be eliminated. 


It is not enough for tho jury to believe 
hat it is more probable that defendant 
tilled Boyd than that the stallion killed 
lira. Unless you are satisfied beyond a 
easonable doubt that defendant did kill 
lim, it IB your duty to acquit. 


The jury are not permitted to imagine 


or guess that Boyr1 wae killed by defend- 
ant. The facts and evidence in the ease 
must point conclusively to him as the 
guilty one, to the exclusion of every 
other reasonable hypothesis or ttieory as 
to the manner of the killing. 


It devolves upon the people to show 
that defendant had a weapon or instru- 
ment capable of accomplishing the kit- 
ing with his ordinary power in the man- 
ner charged. 
If the jury has a reason- 
able doubt that defendant lacked either 
;he power or the instrument, it is their 
duty to acquit. 
If there exists in the minds of the jury 


any regaonable doubt because- they be 


Pr«ro«»ti*** of I*bo» Lawlara.

It proposes to violate 
the sacredness of contract at will Such 
a scheme lenders nugatory both arbitra- 
tion and contract, and for these very 
plain reasons reasonable laboringmen all 
over the country are looking with grave 
suspicion upon the present movement. 


WITH the view of exciting piejudico, 


the forgery which is alleged to be the 
reflections of Abraham Lincoln on the 
relation of capital and labor, was again 
published in the Chicago Time* a few 
days ago in black type, and copied by a 
papei in this city, with tho view of currj 
ing favor with agitated workingmen. 
This fraud was completely exposed in 
the REPUBLICAN July 2. 
Mr. Lincoln 


never uttered any such statement. The 
whole thing was most villainously pur- 
loined from his first message to congress 
in 1861, and is a mean and dishonest 
pcrverbion of what hesaid. Mr. Lincoln 
discussed the relation of the rebellion to 
labor iu that document, and from it 
some unscrupulous person, or persons, 
selected words and sentences, here and 
there, with the view of perverting what 
ho did say. The newspaper that prints 
the falsehood on Mr. Lincoln is as guilty, 
morally, of the forgery as the scoundrel 
who committed the forgery. 
Judge Grosscup's Charge to the 


Gran* Jury. 


Those who have taken the care to read 


Judge Grosscup's charge to the grand 
jurj have observed, that if he expressed 
the law, and there is no doubt he did, 
we have reached an interesting period 
in the matter of railroad strikes. So 
long as these strikes were confined to 
particular callings among railroad men 
there was little need to apply the law, 
but when Mr. Debs undertook to stop 
the commerce of the country and dic- 
tate terms to the people and the govern- 
ment the law had to be applied, be- 
cause the Debs scheme meant revolu- 
tion and general disregard for the law 
and the courts. On this very point the 
Judge said: 


You have been summoned here to in- 


quire whether any of the laws of the 
United States within this judicial dis- 
trict have been violated. You have 
come in an atmosphere and amid oc- 
currences that may well cause rsasona 


lually transput uug u» v,..fc-,,~-. -- -- 
port such passenger or thing, are the 
Agencies and subject mattei of inter- 
State commerce; and any conspiracy in 
restraint of such trade or commerce is 
an offense against the United States. 
To restrain is to prohibit, limit, connnc 
or abridge a thing. 


Further on the Judge defines criminal

stitute a conspiracy If it shall appear 
to \ou that two 01 more poisons wrong- 
fully a«i eel with each other that the 
ernmovesd' the. several lailroadscairy- 
in»the mails and intci-State commerce 
should qui', Jnd that successors to them 
should bv threat*, intimidation or vio 
lence he'ircventwl fiom taking then- 
places, sue i would constitute a criminal

are wiser than Mr. Debs, foresaw what 
hisjichcnie would lead to, and have con- 
stantly advised those under their control 
to take no part in it. They were power- 
less to conUol Mr. Debs, and he went on 
blindly until he was brought to a stand 
still by colliding with the general gov- 
renment, which stands for all the people, 
instead of a single class or classes. 
Those who read the law, as defined by 
Judge Grosscup, can reach but one con- 
clusion, and that is that its application 
will revolutionize the past system of 
railroad strikes, and will entirely destroy 
the object of the Debs organization, 
which is intended to tie up commerce 
on the most trivial grounds.

LEFT HIS MILLIONS 


And 
•nd 
the Worry They Occasioned, 


Sought Peace In Oblivion. 


CHICAGO, July 13.—P. C. Hanford, 


second vice-president of the National 
jjnseed Oil Co., and supposed to have 
jeen several times a millionaire, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday morning in 
iis apartments at the hotel Metropole 
at Twenty-ninth street and Michigan 
avenue. Despondency caused by worry 
over financial matters is given as the 
cause impelling him to take his own 
life.Hanford was occupying the apart- 
ments he has used for the last two 
months. His wife and daughter slept 
in an adjoining room, and were not 
awakened by the shooting. 
When 


they came to rise for the day they 
found that Hanford had shot himself. 


In addition to being the second vice- 


president of the National Linseed Oil 
3o. Mr. Hanford had large mining in- 
terests in Montana and Arizona. 
While he had an office at the head- 
quarters of the oil company he had lit- 
tle to do of an official capacity and de- 
voted his attention to his personal 
business, and none of his office asso- 
ciates were taken into his confidence 
in his private affairs and they knew 
but little about them except in a gen- 
eral way. 


The National Linseed Oil Co. is one 


of the leading concerns in the linseed 
trust and controls the greater part ot 
the %-estern bnscsd mills. 
It wa* 


organized in 1887 and has always main- 
tained its general offices in Chicago. 


Mr. Hanford has for years been the 


principal memhaj' of the firm of Han- 
ford & Hall, which firm handled the 
mineral oil department of the Stand' 
ard Oil Co. in the west. Five years 
ti{jo Mr. Ilanford withdrew from the 
firm and became vice president of the 
National Linseed Oil Co.

ment of trains, or any who come around 
the railroad property and tries by intim- 
jdation to cause men to quit work. No 
one must interfere with Deputy United 
States Marshals, in any manner, at any 
time, while they are engaged in perform- 
ing their duties as such deputies, under 
penalty of arrest and imprisonment.

IILL THEMSELYES mOEE THE LJf

CHICAGO, July 11.—The most impor- 


tant development in the labor situa- 
tion during the past twenty-four hours 
is the announcement made to-night 
from the headquarters of American 
Railway union, that a determined ef- 
fort is to be made to invoke the federal 
l*ws against the members of the Gen- 
eral Managers' association, and that, 
with this end in-view, a conference will 
be had to-morrow between W. W. Er- 
•win, of Pittsburgh, 
the principal 


counsel for the men arrested for 
participation in the Homestead riots, 
ana a number of local attorneys who 
have nuto the laws of the United 
States relative ia illegal combination 
and conspiracy a special study. Mr. 
Erwin, so it is authoritatively stated, 
is now on the way to Chicago, in com- 
pany with a prominent member of the 
Knights of Labor who was sent from 
this city to enlist his services in behalf 
of the union.

This move on behalf of the striking 


element receives additional weight 
from the general impression that pre- 
vailed around the federal court section 
of the government building to-day, and 
which was tenatively indorsed by Judge 
Orosscup and District-Attorney Mil- 
christ, that justice would be meted out 
impartially to all violators of the fed- 
eral statutes, whether they were rail- 
road presidents or railroad brakemen. 


When Judge Grosscnp was asked to- 


day whether the special grand jury
